termed.

English common law, wbicb was pro- 
hulily founded on some sufficient rea- 
son. 
But there seems to be no occas- 


ion in Amerioa for a 
law 'making ita 


crime tor a person 
to fail to pay the 


keeper 
of a 
botel, 
lodging-house 
or 


restaurant, 
wbile leaving him free to 


dishonor 
his credit 
with anybody 


else. 
Ordinarily 
such laws are not 


invoked to ptinisb 
tbe offense, 
but 


simply 
to enforce 
payment, 
thus 


making tbe courts a collection agency 
without 
costs 
to 
tbe 
beneficiary, 


wbile grocers 
butcbers, 
and allother 


classes ot business 
men 
give credit at 


their own risk 
aud 
cannot 
throw a 


debtor into jailfor failure to pay. 


The judge declared tbat ifany law 


in this country.authorized-imprisonm- 
ent for debt it was unconstitutional

We must get a move on; do as other communities are doing 
—push out into the markets of the world and make 
a sys- 


tematic bid for what we need.

F orest Rangers' Exam ination 


In Seventeen States. 


The United Htnes civil service com­ 
mission hss just announced that, ex­ 
aminations will be heid for the posi­ 
tion of ranger 
at tho supervisors’ 
headquarters at every national torest 
on April ‘XI and 24. 
It is estimated 
th at 300 more rangers will be required 
durltig the present fiscal year than 
wore on duty last year, and eligibles 
to fill these vacancies will be furn­ 
ished the forest service by the coming 
examination. 
Tho examinations for 
California will be held at the follow­ 
ing places: 
California:—Alturas, 
Hishop, 
Elk 
Creek, Hemet, Hot Hprings (Tulare 
c o .), Los Angeles, Nevada City, North 
Fork, Quincy, 
Haliuas, 
Han Luis 
Obispo, 
Hanta 
Barbara, 
Hisson, 
Honora, Weaverville, Yreka. 
Applicants can secute 
information 
on the examination from the United 
Htates 
civil 
service 
commission, 
Washington, I). C., or from tho forest 
supervisor 
at 
any 
ot 
tne places 
mentioned. Those who wish to take 
the 
examination 
should 
ask 
for 
application form 101)3, a copy of the 
“ Use Book,’’and a copy of “ informa­ 
tion regarding employment on the 
national torests.” The papers iu the 
examination will all be forwarded to 
the civil service commission and the 
results announced I d due time. 
Experience, a thorough knowledge 
of torest conditions, 
and a sound 
body, rather than book 
education, 
are the qualities sought 
in examin­ 
ing applicants who desire to become 
forest rangers. 
The man must have 
the ability, however, to make simple 
maps and write intelligent reports 
upon forest business connected with 
the position. 
A ranger m ust be able 
to take care of himselt aud his horses 
in regions remote from 
settlement 
BDd supplies. Necessary qualifications 
of applicants include the knowledge 
of trial 
building, 
construction of 
cabins, and the ability to ride, pack, 
and deal tactfully with all classes of 
people. 
They must also know some 
thing of the land laws, surveying, 
estimating and soaling tim ber, logg­ 
ing, mining and the livestock busi­ 
ness. 
The applicant should be thoroughly 
fam iliar 
with 
the 
region 
of the 
country in which he seeks employ­ 
ment. Personal equipment and horses 
for use in connection with duty of a 
ranger are furnished by the rangers 
themselves, and not by the forest ser­ 
vice. 
Working under the direction ot the 
forest supervisors, the ranger patrols 
the forests to prevent Hie and tres­ 
pass, estimates, surveys and marks 
tim ber, supervises aud performs other 
duties which a man thoroughly fami­ 
liar with forested regions and possess­ 
ing a fair education is able to fulfill. 
Only those men who are at least 21 
years of age, and not more than 40, 
of good character, temperate, and in 
good physical condition are eligible 
to take the examination. 
The salary 
paid to beginners is 875 per mouth. 
Compensation ruus as high as 81,400 
per year for rangers who have had 
some 
experience 
and 
demonstrate 
tbeir capabilty. 
Htill better places 
are open to these men, for it is the 
policy ot the torest service to All 
vacancies iu biuber positions by the 
promotion of rangers who have proved 
their capacity.

When the 
civil w ar broke out site was living with 
her parents hi the village of Lombard, 
now n suburb of Chicago, mid was 
chosen to present to tile boys of the 
Lombard company n silk (lag which tlie 
women of the place had made with 
tliolr own fair hands. 
The literary woman of the village 
had written for the occasion n bounti­ 
ful presentation speech, in which tho 
soldiers wore adjured to "talco 1 lie fair 
flag Into which your wive*, daughters 
and sweethearts have sewed fond hopes 
and tearful prayers for your safe re­ 
turn. carry It through the smoke and 
shell of battle free from the stain of 
dishonor and the rents of defeat and 
bear it home victorious at the end of 
the war." 
"I thought,” says Miss Sweet, “that 
I had learned that piece up and down, 
backward and forward. Inside and out. 
but on the great day itself, when the 
band censed playing and an awful 
hush fell upon the crowd and every 
face was turned expectantly up to 
mine, it was different. 
1 opened m.v 
mouth—and paused. The literary Indy 
creaked forward In her chair and whis­ 
pered loudly. ‘Soldiers of Lombard’— 
"That whisper went through me like 
a knife, hut left ine still speechless. 
I 
set my teeth, stepped decisively for­ 
ward and pushed the flag into the 
hands of the nearest soldier. 
Then I 
spoke. 
Every word of that speech had 
left me. but I knew what It meant. 
“ ‘Soldiers of Lombard.’ I said in a 
desperate voice that must have liecn 
heard to the utmost coniines of the 
crowd, ‘here’s your, flag! 
Don’t get It 
dirty! 
Don’t tear it! And be sure to 
bring it back!’ 
“A shout rose from that crowd such 
ns no orator before or since lias ever 
evoked from a crowd in those parts. 
The flrst thing I knew I wns riding on 
the shoulders of two soldiers, while 
the whole company pressed about me, 
with waving hats, and my father waB 
leaning over toward me from the back 
of bis big horse and calling me hia 
‘own original girl,’ while the tears 
rolled down his cheeks with lnughter. 
“As long ns I Jived in the village of 
Lombard I never dared to meet square­ 
ly the vengeful eyes of the literary lady 
who had written that presentation 
speech.”—St. Louis Republic. 


THE ART OF GARGLING. 


Not the S am e Thing as th e Process 
Usually Followed. 
The proper method of gargling is 
thus described by a writer in the Med­ 
ical Record: 
“The patient (at flrst under the guid­ 
ance of a physician) should sit well 
back in a chair, take a swallow of wa­ 
ter in the mouth and bend the head ns 
far back as possible. 
“Now he must protrude the tongue 
from the mouth (the tip of the tongue 
may be grasped with a handkerchief) 
and in this posture with protruding 
tongue he must try to swallow the wa­ 
ter. The physician should control the 
patient’s vain efforts, for It is impossi­ 
ble to swallow under such circum­ 
stances. 
“The patient has the sensation as it 
he actually had swallowed the water. 
Now he m ust start to gargle, to exhale 
air slowly. One can see plainly the 
bubbling of the fluid In the wide open 
pharynx. 
‘‘After gargling thus for awhile the 
■patient is ordered to close the mouth 
and quickly throw head and body for­ 
ward. Thereby all the fluid is forced 
through 
the choauoe and 
nostrils, 
washing the throat and nose from be­ 
hind aud expelling all the accumula­ 
tions that had been present with great 
force. 
‘‘This should be repeated several 
times, as the flrst trial is not always 
successful and satisfactory. It is an 
act that must be learned. 
"When properly executed the sensa­ 
tion, as the patient will assure you, is 
that of great relief not had by any 
other method. It will be wise for the 
practitioner to try the method flrst on 
himself. 
Even small children who are 
at all clever learn tho method readily 
and rather enjoy it.” 


His Mouth Full. 
A eertaiu town council after a pro­ 
tracted sitting was desirous of ad­ 
journing for luncheon. 
The proposi­ 
tion was opposed by the mayor, who 
thought that if his fellow councilors 
felt the stimulus of hunger the dis­ 
patch of business would be much fa­ 
cilitated.

Tho General’s Significant Statement 
After Sailors Crook. 
My Inst official intercourse with Gen­ 
era! I.cc wns on the retreat. 
I was 
sent to him with dispatches from Pres­ 
ident Davis and reached him near mid­ 
night of April fi near Rice’s station, 
i 
approached without being Challenged 
by a single sentinel and found him 
standing near a smoldering lire with 
one of ids hands resting on nn am­ 
bulance wheel. He was dictating some 
order to Colonel Marshall, who sat in 
the ambulance with n lap desk receiv­ 
ing Ids dictation. 
As General 
Lee 
spoke he gazed Into tile betl of conls 
as If weighing every word. There was 
no staff or escort about, so far as 1 
could see. 
Touching Sailors Creek. lie 
spoke bitterly and said in answer to 
Mr. Davis’ desire to know Ids proposed 
Hue of retreat that It wns beyond Ills 
control: that he had Intended to re­ 
treat by the line of the Danville road, 
but liad boon forced off that route by 
the arrival of Slieridnn ahead of him 
at Liiirkviile: that tie was then follow­ 
ing tbo line of the Soutbslde road to 
Lynchburg, blit the enemy was out­ 
marching him and might force him off; 
that ids movements were dependent 
on die developments of each hour, and 
then he added: "How can I tell? 
A 
few more Sailors Creeks and it will all 
be over—just where I thought it would 
end from the beginning." When 1 flrnt 
published tills statement its truthful­ 
ness was questioned. 
Fortunately 1 
afterward saw two of Ids staff, both 
of whom said they had heard him ex­ 
press himself In the same way. There 
may have been times when General 
Lee, elated by some of ids surprising 
successes, felt hopeful about the tri­ 
umph of our cause. 
From the proba­ 
bilities bused on numbers and resources 
his judgment may have been warped 
away now and then by the feeling be 
expressed when, after Second Manas­ 
sas, Shnrpsburg, Fredericksburg and 
Chancellorsvllle. be said, “No general 
ever commanded such troops as those 
under me.” 
But his mind was too 
mathematical in its workings, and all 
its calculations were too habitually 
based upon what could be done with 
a given number of men and n certain 
amount of material to make him fonget 
the vast disparity between the contest­ 
ants or hope for ultimate triumph.—

A WITTY JUDGE. 


Hit Conclusions on the Evidenco of 
D itto and True. 
The late 
Hon. Noah Davis, well 
known throughout the country as the 
Judge who trii*J and sentenced Boss 
Tweed, was Justly celebrated In many 
ways. 
He wns of that type of Jurist 
for which western New York 
was 
famed during tho half century follow­ 
ing 1850. 
Orleans county is proud of 
him as one of her noblest and most dis­ 
tinguished 
sons. 
He was slightly 
above medium height, full habited, 
large head, fine, clean cut face—Indeed, 
a striking figure in any community. He 
was a well read lawyer, an honest, 
fair minded judge, with a keen sense 
of humor and withal something of a 
writer and poet. 
The following lines 
from his pen, written on the spur of 
the moment and In the midst of a trial, 
illustrate the alertness and quality of 
his mind. 
They are perhaps the ’ 'ct 
play upon words of which we have any 
record In the English language. 
It was at the Ningarn circuit in the 
early seventies. Judge Davis presided. 
An action in ejectment was called. 
The dispute was over a party wall or 
a dlvislou line. 
It was purely a ques­ 
tion for the civil engineer. The divi­ 
sion line established and the case was 
won. The defendant’s attorney, realiz­ 
ing this, called ns expert witnesses the 
Hon. John A. Ditto, city engineer of 
Buffalo, and the Iion. A. R. True, the 
engineer who constructed the canta- 
lever bridge over Niagara river at the 
falls. They were two of the most emi­ 
nent civil engineers in the state. They 
made a survey of the premises and es­ 
tablished the division line as contended 
for by the defendant and when called 
to the witness stand so testified, giving 
monuments, courses and distances with 
such minute exactness that they could 
not lie successfully controverted. 
The 
moment True, who followed Ditto as a 
witness, left the stand, Judge Davis 
wrote these lines and passed them to 
the clerk to hand to plaintiff's counsel: 
Since T rue sw ears ditto to Ditto, 
And D itto sw ears ditto to True. 
If True bo tr u e and Ditto be di tto. 
I think th e y 're too many for you. 
—Daniel H. McMillan in Buffalo Truth.

An Aeroplane Motor.—The Kite as 
Mml Carrier.— A Cure for Stam m er­ 
ing.—Visible Eieotrtolty —A Unique 
Operation.-The Light Carried by 
B irds.—Waves in tho 1’hotospheric 
Ocean.—The Newest Disinfectant.— 
Combination Motor-Fuel. 


While aeroplanes of metal and can­ 
vas may be kept afloat by steam or 
gas engines, the maximum possible 
power with the minimum weight is 
needed for the best results, and for 
this Prof. Carl Harus, nt Brown Uni­ 
versity, has suggested some form of 
modern explosive, especially one of 
those that can be made into wicks or 
ribbons. 
A serious difficulty is to 
control the great power thus avail­ 
able. 
Borne plan of cold storage is 
suggested as an aid in achieving this 
end, as explosives generally tone 
down with lowering of temperatures, 
aud the cold of the upper atmosphere 
may contribute toward maintaining 
the proper cooling. The solution of 
the problem of liight may possibly 
depend upon the grading of the power 
by means of cold. 
The motor would 
yield all power needed under any 
emergency, 
and would make it 
practicable to carry stored energy for 
long trips. 
lb e carrier-kito for messages that 
has provon successful in tho trials of 
S. II. R. Salmon at Brighton, Eng., 
is of the rbomboid'-box type, nnd has 
a rope 2UÜ feet long, with a drag GG 
feet long and weighing (J pounds. 
Two tests with the wind blowing 
toward France were vory satisfactory, 
the kite having been picked upon the 
first occasion within twelve hours, 
after having reached Vierviile, in 
France nt a distance of 103 miles. 
An earlier kite was n diamoud-box, 
with a longer rope and heavier but 
shorter dreg, but its Hudiug was 
never reported. 
In a number of English schools, 
stammering in children is now being 
treated systematically, with brenthing 
exercises, followed by vocal gym­ 
nastics, and then by a combination of 
vocal breathing and physical exer­ 
cises, together with dumb-bell prac­ 
tice. This is continued daily for six 
weeks, excellent results having been 
reported. 
By his experiments and actual 
photographs ot the invisible, Frede­ 
rick Hoveudeu, vice-piosident of the 
London institution, claims to prove 
that electricity, heat aud ether are a 
single fluid that can be rnado visible 
by proper illumination, that electric­ 
ity or ether is given off through the 
pores of the human skin, uud that the 
specially 
illuminated 
electrical 
emauation can be photographed and 
reproduced by the cinematograph 
Bis apparatus for. giving visibility 
seems to be a square glass box filled 
with a mixture of cigarette smoke 
aud air. 
When the tip of the linger 
is put through a hole in the bottom 
of the box or “ uualyzor,” under tbe 
light of a powerful aro-lamp, the 
exhalation from the skin is seen to 
rise, even through a tight-Httiug 
lubber cap and muy be photographed. 
The gulvuuometer—showing tho pre­ 
sence of electricity—is atTected by 
the umauutiou penetrating the rub­ 
ber. 
in the remurkable Germán case 
lately reported by Prof. Sull.uu, a 
mau of thirty was completely restored 
to health after ho had shot himself 
through tho heart with a emali 
caliber revolver. Thirty hours after 
tho shoot.iug an incision was made in 
the breast. 
As the cardial sue was 
opened a great quantity of blood 
oozed out, but the front sido of the 
heart showed only a small spot of 
blood-ooze, though a small rugged 
wound—a fifth of uu iuch across—ap­ 
peared ou carefully turning the organ 
toward the right. 
The rugged edges 
were joined with throe stitcheq of line 
silk thread, while the slit in trout 
was aJso stitched for safety. 
Tho 
stiougly boating heart wus not easily 
handled, but every time it was turned 
to the right for u stiteh tho pulso 
almost ceased. Recovery was com­ 
plete in six weeks. 
Tho “ luminous owls” that lately 
startled certain good Britons almost 
oortuiuly owe their light, it is now 
agreed, to foreign matter ou the 
feathers. This is probably phosphore­ 
scent bacteria from decaying wood, 
but it might be a phosphorescent 
feuther-fungus suoh as is known in 
geese, or uu oxuesslve secretion ot 
oxidizing nil from u diseased condi­ 
tion of the oil gland. 
The granules which cover tho sur­ 
face of the sun, us seen with suitublu 
leuses, have been regarded as great 
clouds of biaziug gas flouting ou a 
less lumlnouu utmuspberu, but u 
diirereut view is leached by B. Che- 
vuller as a result of his observations 
duriug the last two yeurs at the 


observatory of Zose, in China. The 
grannies appear to be connected in 
systematic grouping», 
inatoad of 
Ringle, witli some ayatematlc dilfer- 
eneea In the gronplnga. 
The life of 
tho grauule is perhaps not more than 
ten minutes, but. in that time it can 
undergo many changen In aliape and 
brilliancy, and it may move Ht any 
rate from almost imperceptibly slow 
to as much aa twenty miles a second. 
It may movo In any direction, quite 
Independent of tlie motion of other 
granulos, 
Wbat seems to be signifi­ 
cant is that no granule has ever been 
seen to movo as far as its own length 
or brendtli, and it is concluded that 
the movements are not those of flying 
clouds, but of billows or ripples fof 
clouds on the choppy atmospheric 
ocean. Each abort, quickly changing 
wave, however, is thousands of miles 
across. 
The antun method of diBiniootion 
has given favorable results in the 
practical tests of A. Eichengiuen, a 
German chemist, who reports it to he 
effective in large or small spaces. 
Autun is a new disinfectant in tbe 
form of a heavy white power, .con­ 
sisting of a mixture of solid formalde­ 
hyde with tho peroxides of the alka­ 
lies or the alkaline earths, nnd it 
possesses the property of giving oft 
gaseous formaldehyde aud oxygen 
whan water is added. For continuous 
disinfection ot puhlio buildings or 
railway oars it is only necesasry to 
sprinkle h little of the powder about 
the floor, the moisture of the air pro­ 
ducing gradual decomposition. 
In forming alcohol aud acetylene 
fuel by the patented process of Barker 
and White, 
vaporized denatured 
aloobol is conducted over dry calcium 
carbide, when tbe moist vapor causes 
the carbide to give up some acetylene. 
The mixed vapor gives quicker and 
bettor ignition in motors, with high 
calorific value on account of removal 
of the water.

Sen at or Sharon Had to P c y to S a t ­ 
isfy His Lingering Curiosity.

A CRYING EVIL. 


T h e sanitary situation in Jackson is one that demands im­ 
mediate attention at the hands of the citizens. 
The town was 
incorporated m ainly under the plea of improving it from a 
sanitary point of view by providing a system of sewerage. 
It 
was undeniable that the system— or rather lack of system — 
that prevailed before the city government was established was 
not only illegal, but a menace to the public health as well. 
So long as a property holder could find an outlet for his 
sewerage in either of the three branches of Jackson creek it 
was deemed all-sufficient. 
The rights-of-wav obtained from 
property owners adjacent to the creeks have been construed 
to give permission for any one to connect with the pipe pro­ 
vided he could get the consent of an y owner along the pipe 
line. 
The extensions of the sewerage made in this insidious 
m anner had, even prior to incorporation, reached such pro­ 
portions as to become a menace, and general alarm was felt 
over the outlook. 
Few there were who had the temerity to 
contend that the alarm was unreasonable, or was not war­ 
ranted under the circumstances. A ll the branches of Jackson 
creek flow through thickly settled portions of the town, and 
form a junction on its western side within a stone’s throw of 
M ain street, the o n ly business thoroughfare, where the prop­ 
e rty values are largely represented. 
T h e consequence is that 
the filth travels through these open 
water ways under the 
noses of the inhabitants under the most favorable conditions, 
that is when there is sufficient water to carry the refuse down 
th e streams. W hen the natural water is insufficient the filth 
remains scattered along the channels in the heart of the city, 
polluting the air with its offensive odors and disease breeding 
germ s. 
If it is deposited on the western border the dwellers 
alo n g Main street get the full benefit of the foul emanations 
th at are wafted on the breeze that starts up the creek regu­ 
la r ly after nightfall. 
It was hoped that upon the incorpora­ 
tion of the city immediate steps would be taken to better 
these conditions, the primary necessity being a dum ping 
place beyond the city limits, and a main sewer to connect the 
city therewith. 
T h is was the promise held out, not possible 
all at once, but as rapidly as funds would permit. 
B ut in­ 
stead thereof the unsanitary conditions spoken of have been 
vastly aggravated. 
T h e point aimed at seems to be to get 
the sewage into the creeks, and leave it there to work out sal­ 
vation or destruction, it matters, not which. 
And the pol­ 
ic y is being adhered to right along. 
T h e latest move is to ¡ 
connect the schoolhouses, with between 300 and 400 scholars, J 
w ith one these sewers dumpiug in the heart of the town. 
T o take the sewage from its burial-place in the earth and 
spread it on the surface in a thickly settled district can hard­ 
ly be accepted as a sanitary measure. 
It is nothing less than 
an open bid for pestilence. 
It is a violation of state, county 
and municipal laws. 
It should not be tolerated as a settled 
policy anywhere. 
T h e authority to, make laws does not im­ 
p ly the right to violate or suspend them at pleasure. 
It be­ 
hooves the residents pricipally affected to act in concert for 
self-protection against any further expansion of this sewer­ 
age nuisance. 
T he sooner it is stopped the better it will it 
be for the entire city. 
It is nothing short of criminal to tol­ 
erate such proceedings any longer without protest. 
A n d it 
is a sad commentary upon self-government that the people 
should find it necessary to seek redress from the illegal and 
dangerous methods adopted by those wlm are entrusted with 
the duty of safe-guarding their interests.

Stanford university is having a hard time with the unruly 
element among the students. 
Twelve of the prominent stu­ 
dents were suspended for hoodlum demonstrations on account 
of a distasteful ru lin g by the faculty on the liquor question. 
Thereupon, as a sort of bluff to force the authorities to re­ 
instate the twelve, 147 students petitioned that they partici­ 
pated iu the rowdyism, and were equally guilty with the 
others who had been disciplined. It became an issue whether 
student body or the professors were in control.
